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In  last  years'  Report  we  spoke  of  hope  for  an  increased  grant  from 
the  city,  but  alas,  we  are,  at  the  end  of  our  twenty-filth  year  as  a  society, 
on  the  same  allowance,  $1000  a  year.  But  as  one  of  our  old  poets 
says,  "Hope  springs  eternal  in  the  human  breast"  so  we  still  hope 
for  better  things.  The  work  of  the  society  has  been  changing  slowly 
but  surely.  Even  in  the  last  five  years  a  great  difference  can  be  seen 
by  those  who  are  actively  engaged  in  interviewing  applicants. 

The  pauper  element — the  beggar  pure  and  simple  is  still  in  evi- 
dence, but  not  to  the  same  extent  as  formerly.  This  season  the  prevail- 
ing loyalty  and  patriotism  have  caused  a  number  of  this  cult  to  become 
so  imaginative  as  to  fancy  they  have  sons  "  at  the  war,"  and  in  conse- 
quence to  be  liberally  helped  by  warm-hearted  subjects  of  the  Queen. 
The  reason  of  this  admirable  falling  off  we  cannot  pretend  to  under- 
stand. This  class  may  get  help  from  other  societies  and  fight  shy  of 
the  vigilance  exercised  by  our  splendid  band  of  superintendents  and  so 
avoid  having  affairs  scrutinized  by  the  searchlight  of  this  society. 

During  last  season  each  visitor  was  armed  with  an  official-looking 
book  (provided  by  the  Associated  Charities  Association)  in  which  she! 
entered  the  name,  age,  nationality,  religion,  occupation,  etc.,  etc.  J 

This  harmless  little  book  was  looked. upon  with  fear  by  the  paupea 
class,  who  fancied  there  was  some  authority  looming  upon  the  back-l 
ground  and  preparing  to  swoop  down  upon  them. 

The  persons  who  are  taking  the  place  of  this  class  and  who  are 
really  practically  helped  by  the  society  (for  it  seems  an  impossibility  to 
give  practical  help  to  paupers)  are  those  who  have  been  in  better  circum- 
stances, but  who  through  adverse  circumstances  of  one  kind  or  another 
are  placed  in  a  distressing  position.  It  may  be  the  house  rent  that  is  be- 
hind, or  the  railway  ticket  that  cannot  be  bought  although  work  is  pro- 
mised if  the  place  can  be  reached,  or  an  artificial  limb,  or  a  surgical  ap- 
pliance, or  tools,  in  fact  whatever  will  most  benefit  the  recipient  as  far 
as  we  are  able  to  accomplish  it. 

It  has  often  been  stated  before,  but  it  is  one  of  the  things  that  will 
bear  repetition,  no  money  is  ever  given  directly  to  those  we  help  in 
this  way — the  rent  is  paid  to  the  landlord,  tools  are  bought,  tickets 
are  given  at  the  station,  leaving  no  way  open  to  defraud  the  society,  as 
well  as  keeping  temptation  out  of  the  path  of  those  benefitted. 

Two  families  have  been  sent  away  to  relatives  who  will  look  after 
them,  one  to  England  and  one  to  British  Columbia.  St.  George's  So- 
ciety and  the  City  relief  officer  had  to  be  called  upon  for  help  and  one 
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of  the  superintendents  made  a  canvas  amongst  her  friends.  A  number 
of  single  persons  have  also  had  their  railway  passage  paid  to  places 
where  they  could  get  work. 

More  illness  than  usual  has  been  reported,  some  cases  most  dis 
tressing.  In  one  family,  the  father,  an  elderly  man,  had  softening  o- 
the  brain,  the  mother  ill  with  consumption,  one  son  earning  a  pittance^ 
another  son  looking  after  the  home  and  sick  ones  and  two  small  child, 
ren.  When  discovered  they  had  neither  fuel  nor  food.  They  had- 
once  been  in  good  circumstances  and  were  ashamed  to  let  their  poverty 
be  known. 

Mr.  Aitken,  a  visitor  of  the  House  of  Industry  had  the  man  re- 
moved there  at  our  earnest  solicitation,  and  we  trust  the  woman  will 
shortly  be  admitted  into  the  Home  for  Incurables.  The  boy  who  look- 
ed after  the  home  during  this  trying  time  deserves  all  praise.  He  not 
only  waited  on  his  mother,  but  he  made  a  quilt  for  her  bed  by  piecing 
garments  together.  The  visitors  were  particularly  interested  in  this 
boy. 

The  kindness  of  the  poor  to  the  poor  has  been  brought  to  bur 
notice  very  frequently.  One  old  woman  and  her  little  grandson  have 
lived  in  a  room  all  winter,  rent  free,  simply  because  the  landlady,  a  poor 
charwoman,  is  too  kind-hearted  to  turn  them  out.  For  years  the  Society 
has  helped  to  pay  this  old  woman's  rent,  but  refused  to  do  so  any 
onger  as  she  really  should  be  in  the  House  of  Industry,  but  she  is  one 
of  the  "obstinates"  and  everyone  knows  how  difficult  they  are  to  deal 
with. 

Another  poor,  but  kind-hearted  woman,  kept  a  blind  girl  for  eight 
or  nine  months,  although  it  was  a  great  burden  for  her,  as  she  had  diffi- 
culty in  making  enough  for  herself  and  family. 

One  or  more  cases,  generally  appear  on  our  books,  of  "  the  man  of 
good  English  family,"  and  this  winter  has  been  no  exception.  This 
time  he  was  the  nephew  of  a  leader  in  English  politics.  His  story  was, 
that  he  had  lost  his  money  by  speculation  soon  after  his  arrival  in  Tor- 
onto. Then  misfortune  dogged  his  steps,  in  the  shape  of  sickness  and 
a  fall  which  prevented  his  steady  application  to  anything  requiring  brain 
work.  He  was  reduced  to  living  on  a  small  remittance  sent  regularly 
from  England  and  would  be  most  thankful  for  any  kind  of  employment. 
This  was  procured  for  him  by  Mr.  Tibb  of  the  Associated  Charities. 
Here  the  romance  ended.    The  work  was  there  but  not  the  man. 

The  beer  jug  of  the  family  still  makes  its  daily  journeys  to  the 
saloon.  The  remittances  from  home  evidently  supplies  luxuries  but 
not  necessities. 

Four  hundred  families  received  assistance  in  the  season  beginning 
in  November  and  ending  in  April.  The  number  is  less  than  last  year 
but  the  needs  seem  to  have  been  much  greater  owing  to  so  much  sick- 
ness. 
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There  was  scarcely  a  family  reported  without  illness  at  some  time 
during  the  winter. 

Without  the  "  Nursing  at  Home  "  Mission  our  visitors  would  often 
be  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  do  with  the  sick,  but  a  card  sent  to  head- 
quarters promptly  brings  a  qualified  nurse,  and  a  bright  presence  into 
the  home,  the  good  they  do,  cannot  be  estimated.  The  work  is  quiet 
and  unobtrusive  but  once  tested  it  is  found  to  be  just  what  is  needed. 

The  Industrial  Room  report  will  give  all  particulars  of  that  branch 
of  the  work.  "Self-respect  is  the  reflection  of  the  respect  of  others," 
some  one  says,  and  to  inculcate  this  into  the  minds  of  the  poor  is  the 
aim  of  the  work  test  committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  RELIEF  SOCIETY 
INDUSTRIAL  ROOM. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
fewer  women  attended  the  depositaries  where  work  was  given  out,  more 
sewing  was  done  than  in  any  previous  season. 

Last  winter  800  pieces  of  work  were  done,  this  season  1060.  All 
were  made  for  the  fuel,  groceries  and  other  assistances  the  women  re- 
ceived, shewing  that  a  more  independent  spirit  is  being  cultivated 
among  our  poor  needy  ones,  and  if  the  work  test  was  thoroughly  car^ 
ried  out  the  pauper  spirit  would  be  speedily  overcome. 

Many  useful  garments  were  given  to  the  sick  during  the  severe 
cold  weather.

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REPORT  OF  DIVISIONS. 


First  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Ayers.  35  families  help- 
ed with  groceries,  one  with  medicine  and  4  with  rent  to  the  amout  of 
$14.  66  orders  for  coal.  43  garments  were  made  by  applicants,  33  of 
which  were  sold  and  10  given  away.  Chief  cause  of  distress  want  of 
work,  sickness  and  old  age,  impostors  2. 

Second  Division. — Superintendent,  Miss  Carlyle.  83  families 
helped.  Chief  causes  of  distress,  sickness  and  old  age.  $5  paid  for 
rent. 

Third  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Littleford.  30  families 
helped.    Much  sickness. 

Fodrth  Division. — Superintendents,  Mrs.  Morris  and  Mrs.  Hob 
son.  30  families  helped,  $22  paid  for  rent.  Sickness  the  chief  cause  0 
distress. 

Fifth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  C.  Morrison.  During  the 
season  75  families  were  given  help  in  groceries  and  fuel.  Several 
families  were  helped  out  in  their  rent  and  one  woman  given  stove  and 
furniture.  Also  boots  and  clothing  were  given  for  children.  One 
woman  was  helped  to  return  to  her  home.  The  cause  of  distress  was 
sickness,  old  ag3  and  lack  of  employment. 

Sixth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Daniel  Rose.  Assistance 
of  groceries,  coal,  clothes,  etc  ,  was  given  to  192  adults  and  185  children, 
377  in  all.  Children  who  were  working  were  not  counted.  The  work 
test  was  successfully  carried  out  by  Mrs.  Richardson,  who,  by  her  splen- 
did management,  has  been  able  to  have  a  large  number  or  garments 
made.  We  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipts  of  $10  from  the  B.  Alliance 
of  the  Unitarian  Church  for  any  needful  cases  the  Superintendent  might 
find,  also  Mr.  Kilgour  for  his  generous  supply  of  paper  bags,  and  several 
who  sent  in  bundles  of  clothes. 

Seventh  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Pemberton  Page.  22 
families  helped.    Want  of  work  the  chief  cause  of  distress. 

Eight  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Johnson.  42  families 
assisted  with  groceries.  50  fuel  orders  were  given  out  and  $15  was 
paid  for  rent.  The  number  of  persons  seeking  relief  has  not  been  so 
great  as  in  former  years. 
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Ninth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Joseph  Davis  ;  Assistant 
Superintendent,  Mrs.  Bank.  40  families  helped.  $16  paid  for  rent,  etc. 
Sickness,  old  age  and  lack  of  employment  are  the  chief  reasons  for 
applying  for  help. 

Tenth  Division — Superintendent,  Mrs  Hughes.  41  families 
helped.  Lack  of  work  and  sickness  the  chief  causes  of  poverty.  $20 
given  for  rent. 

Eleventh  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Millar.  28  families 
helped.  Sickness  and  want  of  work  the  cause  of  poverty.  $10  given 
for  rent. 

Twelfth  Division.— Superintendent,  Mrs.  J.  Currelley.  28 families 
including  40  children,  have  received  help  regularly.  The  majority  being 
aged  and  respectable,  have  been  most  grateful  for  the  help  given.  We 
have  had  a  few  cases  of  very  severe  illness.  There  were  12  fuel  orders 
given,  $8  paid  for  rent  and  83  pieces  of  sewing  done  by  our  women. 
We  beg  to  acknowledge  the  generous  parcels  of  clothing  sent  in  from 
an  unknown  friend,  Mrs.  Eby  and  others,  for  which  we  were  most  grate- 
ful. 

Thirteenth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Valiant.  12  families 
helped.    $5  paid  for  rent.    Some  cases  most  deserving. 

Fourteenth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  C.  Bowber.  Assist- 
ance was  given  to  31  families,  including  64  children.  37  fuel  orders 
were  given.  $16  rent  paid  for  Depository.  33  garments  made  in  ex- 
change for  groceries  and  fuel.  Special  grant  of  $5  paid  for  rent  for  a 
widow.  Thanks  is  tendered  to  the  Nursing-at-Home  for  their  assistance. 
Cause  of  distress,  sickness,  old  age  and  intemperance.

UNSOLICITED  SUBSCRIPTIONS  FOR  1899-1900. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

TORONTO  RELIEF  SOCIETY. 


Article  L— This  Society  shall  be  called  the  "Toronto  Relief  Society," 
and  it  shall  be  in  connection  with  the  "  Young  Woman's  Christian  Associa- 
tion." 

Article  II. — The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  obtain  and  dispense  assist- 
ance for  the  really  needy  ;  it  shall  investigate  all  cases  of  distress  reported  to  it  ;  it 
shall  endeavor,  by  consultation  and  co-operation  with  other  Societies,  to  prevent 
imposture  ;  it  shall  seek  to  discourage  a  pauper  spirit  by  helping  people  to  help 
themselves,  and  it  shall  aim  at  the  moral  and  spiritual  improvement  of  those  assisted. 

Article  III.—  For  the  furtherance  of  above  objects,  the  city  shall  be  divided 
into  Divisions,  each  of  which  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent  and 
Assistant  Superintendent.  Each  Division  shall  be  divided  into  not  more  than  twelve 
districts,  each  of  which  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Presiding  Lady.  There  shall  be 
also  a  Secretary  for  each  Division.  These  shall  constitute  the  Committee  of  the 
Division. 

Article  IV. — As  it  is  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Sociee.y  to  discourage  a  pauper 
spirit  by  helping  people  to  help  themselves,  there  shall  be  an  Industrial  Department, 
its  object  being  to  provide  work  (in  so  far  as  possible)  for  women  who  are  receiving 
aid  from  the  Society.  This  branch  of  the  work  shall  be  placed  under  the  care  of  a 
Committee  (to  be  known  as  "The  Industrial  Room  Committee")  composed  of  a 
Convener,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  the  Superintendents  and  the  Central  Committee 
which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convener  of  the  said  Committee. 

Article  V.  —All  members  of  the  Board  and  workers  in  the  Industrial  Room, 
and  all  persons  contributing  $1.00  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  considered 
members. 

Article  VI. — The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Managers,  composed  of  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and 
an  Assistant  Treasurer,  if  necessary,  (who  shall  be  members  of  "The  Young  Wo- 
man's Christian  Association ")  the  Superintendents  and  Secretaries  of  Divisions. 
The  Presiding  Ladies  of  Districts  and  the  Convener,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Industrial  Room  Committee.  Of  these  Managers,  the  General  Officers,  the  Super- 
intendents of  Divisions  and  the  Convenor  of  the  Industrial  Room  Committee  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  at  a  public  meeting  to  be  called  annually  lor  the  transaction  of 
business,  in  the  beginning  of  May.  (The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  of  these 
offices  not  filled  at  the  said  annual  business  meeting,  or  any  vacancies  occurring  in 
their  number  during  the  year. )  Each  Superintendent  shall  nominate  her  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  Presiding  Ladies  for  appointment  by  the  Board.  The  Secretar- 
ies of  divisions  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Division  to  which  they  belong.  An  Advisory 
Committee  of  gentlemen  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Article  VII.— -There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the 
General  Officers,  the  Superintendents  of  Divisions  and  the  Convener  uf  the  Indus- 
trial Room  Committee.  One  Presiding  Lady  shall  vote  from  each  Division  at  the 
Executive  Meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent.    This  Committee  shall 
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have  power  to  transact  such  business  as  may  require  attent'on  in  the  intervals  be- 
tween the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Management.  Fi\e  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  VIII.  — As  this  Society  is  in  connection  with  the  Young  Woman's 
Christian  Association,  the  annual  report  shall  be  read  at  the  annual  public  meeting 
of  that  Association. 

Article  IX. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Society  may  be  called  by  advertisement 
in  the  daily  papers,  at  such  a  time  and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  notice  of  the  object  of  such  meeting  to  be  given.  A  special  meet- 
ing of  the  Managers  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  the  request  of  three  of  the 
Superintendents  of  Divisions,  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Management  to  be 
notified  of  the  object  of  such  meeting. 

Article  X.— Notice  of  any  proposed  add.t.on,  or  amendment  of,  the  Con- 
stitution or  By-laws,  or  the  By-laws,  of  the  Inc"u  stria  Room  Committee,  must  be 
given  in  vviiting  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  A  .  These  proposed  additions, 
or  amendments,  must  pass  the  Board  by  a  two-thir  majority  of  those  present  at  the 
monthly  meeting  in  May,  and  must  then  be  brought  before  the  Society  for  ratifica- 
tion at  the  ensuing  annnal  meeting. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  its  stated  meetings  at  such- 
time  and  place  as  it  shall  appoint.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Weekly  meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  Divisions,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
agreed  upon. 

Article  II. — The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  work,  and  be 
ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees.  She  shall  preside  at  all  mnetings  of  the  So- 
ciety and  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  incident  of 
the  office. 

Article  III.—  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  two  Vice-Presidents,  the 
Superintendent  of  a  Division  shall  be  appointed  to  preside,  and  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  office. 

Article  IV. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  in  some  chartered  bank,, 
all  the  moneys  collected,  and  shall  disburse  them  as  the  Board  of  Management  shall 
direct.  She  shall  report  the  state  of  the  treasury  at  each  monthly  meeting.  Her 
accounts  shall  be  examined  by  an  auditor  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  She 
shall  at  a  proper  time,  each  year,  provide  the  Superintendents  with  the  collecting 
books  required,  and  with  the  necessary  number  of  reports  and  cards.  The  books 
shall  have  "  Toronto  Relief  Society  "  printed  on  the  cover,  and  be  numbered  accord- 
ing to  Division  and  District,  with  the  boundaries  of  the  District  clearly  defined  in 
each  book  ;  these  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  President  and  the  Superintendent  of  the 
revision.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  these  books,  and  the  boundaries  of  Dis- 
tricts, and  shall  receipt  each  book  as  it  is  returned  to  her. 

Article  V. — The  Secretary  shall  send  notice  of  all  meetings  to  the  General 
Officers  and  Superintendents  of  Divisions,  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same,  and  pre- 
pare the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  She  shall  also  keep  an  alpha- 
betical book  in  which  each  case,  with  such  details  as  are  considered  necessary,  shall  be 
recorded. 
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Article  VI. — Duties  of  a  Superintendent  : 

Sec.  1. — She  shall  divide  the  Division  into  Districts,  and  if  possible  obtain  one 
Presiding  Lady  for  each  District. 

Sec.  2. — She  shall  secure  a  room  for  the  Depository,  and  see  that  it  is  properly 
supplied  with  such  things  as  are  necessary  for  the  relief  of  the  needy. 

Sec.  3. — She  shall  attend  each  week  at  the  Depository  when  it  is  open,  and 
superintend  the  relief  there  given. 

Sec.  4. — She  shall,  whenever  practicable,  require  each  applicant  to  undertake 
some  work  from  the  Industrial  Room. 

Sec.  5. — She  shall  run  only  monthly  bills,  these  she  shall  check  over,  certify  to 
their  correctness  by  her  signature,  and  hand  them  to  the  Treasurer  before  the  ensuing 
monthly  meeting.  All  payments  for  rent  must  be  paid  directly  to  the  landlord,  and 
these  and  other  receipts  must  be  returned  to  the  Treasurer  without  delay.  She  shall 
not  overdraw  her  appropriation  without  the  sanction  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  6. — She  shall  receive  reports  of  their  Districts  from  her  Presiding  Ladies, 
and  make  a  synopsis  of  these,  with  a  list  of  those  found  undeserving,  for  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  7. — She  shall  arrange  for  a  sufficient  number  of  collectors  in  the  Division, 
and  see  that  the  collecting  is  done  systematically  and  promptly; 

Article  VII.— Duties  of  a  Secretary  of  a  Division  : 

Sec.  I. — She  shall  attend  at  the  Depository  weekly,  see  that  the  books  of  regis- 
tration there  are  properly  kept,  and  take  notes  of  any  orders  sent  in  by  Presiding 
Ladies  since  last  meeting.  She  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  o' 
those  out  of  work,  and  of  the  kind  of  work  they  can  do. 

Sec.  2.  —  She  shall  render  the  General  Secretary  monthly  a  list  of  the  names  anc 
residences  of  those  who  have  been  relieved,  with  remarks  as  to  character  and  als 
names  of  imposters. 

Article  VIII.— Duties  of  a  Presiding  Lady  : 

Sec.  1. — She  shall  thoroughly  investigate  all  cases  of  distress  in  her  Districl 
and  report  them  to  the  Superintendent.  None  but  those  visited  shall  receive  system 
atic  aid. 

Sec.  2. — She  shall  collect,  or  provide  a  collector,  in  the  District  assigned  to  her 
and  render  to  the  Superintendent  the  moneys  collected,  with  a  list  prepared  for  the 
printer,  of  donations  and  subscriptions.    Contributions  from  "  Friends  "  and  amounts 
under  25c.  being  added  together  as  "  Friends  and  small  sums."    In  collecting,  each 
person  subscribing  25c.  or  over,  should  be  furnished  with  a  report. 

Article  IX. — Appropriations  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Management  to 
each  Division  in  proportion  to  the  number  reported  as  requiring  relief. 

Article  X.— Care  shall  be  taken  to  find  out  whether  applicants  for  relief  are 
receiving  aid  from  any  other  sources,  and  no  one  receiving  aid  from  this  Society  shall 
be  permitted  to  beg  from  door  to  door. 

Article  XI. — As  it  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Society  to  dispense  charity  on 
the  same  basis  throughout  the  city,  delicacies  shall  not  be  given  from  thfe  funds  col- 
lected, except  in  cases  of  sickness,  which  must  be  specially  reported  ;  also  the  Society 
shall,  as  far  as  possible,  avoid  undertaking  maintenance  of  applicants,  seeking  rather 
to  obtain  permanent  assistance  for  them  from  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  city. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  ROOM  COMMITTEE. 


Article  I. — The  Convener  shall  call  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee during  the  winter  months,  the  first  meeting  of  the  season  to  be  held  not  later 
than  the  last  week  in  October.  She  shall  take  the  superintendence  of  all  work  done 
by  the  Committee.    She  shall  present  a  monthly  report  to  the  Board. 

Article  II. — The  Secretary  shall  send  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  each  member,  keep  the  minutes,  and  prepare  the  annual  report  for  the 
Board,  She  shall  also  keep  the  lists  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  women 
receiving  work,  and  present  a  copy  of  such  lists  with  her  monthly  report  to  the 
Board. 

Article  III. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  in  some  chartered  Bank 
all  moneys  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  work,  and  shall  disburse  them  as  the 
Committee  (subject  to  the  veto  of  the  Board)  shall  direct.  She  shall  report  each 
month  the  state  of  the  treasury  to  the  Committee,  and  present  a  copy  oi  this  report 
at  the  monthly  Board  meeting.  Her  accounts  shall  be  examined  by  an  auditor  ap- 
pointed by  the  Committee. 

Article  IV. — During  the  winter  the  Committee  shall  meet  for  the  transaction 
of  business  on  a  stated  day  in  the  last  week  of  each  month.  Three  members  shall 
form  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board)  to  make  its  own  arrangements  as  to  methods,  or  rules  of  work,  and  as  to  the 
disposal  of  the  garments  made,  so  long  as  the  object  of  this  branch  of  the  work  is. 
kept  steadily  in  view.  The  Board  shall,  however,  have  power  to  change,  by  a  vote 
of  the  majority  of  those  present,  these  methods  or  rules,  should  it  seem  best  to  do  so, 
lotice  of  such  changes  having  been  given  one  month  previously  both  to  the  Commit- 
ee  and  the  Board. 

Article  V. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be  called  by  the  Con- 
venor, or  by  the  Board,  at  the  written  request  of  its  members. 

Article  VI. — The  Committee  may  annually  add  to  its  membership  such  other 
adies  as  it  shall  consider  necessary  for  the  work  under  its  care,  by  submitting  the 
lames  of  such  ladies  to  the  Board  for  appointment.    The  ladies  so  appointed  shall 

not  be  members  of  the  Board,  but  shall  have  in  every  other  way  the  same  privileges 

as  the  other  members  of  the  Committee. 

Article  VII. — All  moneys  raised  by,  or  donated  to,  this  part  of  the  Society's, 
work,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  used  for  the  object  set 
forth  in  these  by-laws. 

Article  VIII. — The  rooms  shall  be  as  near  as  posssble  in  the  central  part  of 
the  city. 

Article  IX. — Work  shall  be  supplied  only  to  those  who  are  really  destitute. 

Article  X. — A  scale  of  prices  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee. 

Articlr  XI. — As  each  Depository  Committee  will  insist,  when  practicable,  on 
some  work  being  done  by  all  applicants  for  assistance,  the  Industrial  Committee 
shall  not  refuse  work  to  inferior  workers. 

Article  XII. — The  annual  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  published  in  the 
annual  report  of  this  Society,  so  that  the  public  may  know  that  this  Society  is  striving 
to  avoid  pauperizing  those  who  are  the  recipients  of  its  aid.
